Pearl Harbor, T. H., June 16 (AP) 
—How the U. S. Navy's long-range 
patrol bombers discovered the Ja p a ­ 
nese fleet off Midw'ay, a night tor­ 
pedo attack against the invaders, 
'and thrilling rescues of Navy fliers 
from rubber life boats were disclos­ 
ed today In new accounts of the 
battle. 
C aptain Logan Ramsey of P hila­ 
delphia, operations officer for the 
Army, Navy and M arine corps land- 
based planes at Midway island, in 
unfolding further details of the bat­ 
tle said the night torpedo attack was 
the first time in history the planes 
had been so operated. 
The crew of one patrol plane, 
forced down by fuel shortage, 
w’ere eight days at sea fighting 
off sharks which ripped at the 
rubber of their small life boats. 
Ramsey said the achievements of 
the large patrol bombers (PBY’s) 
on discovering and attacking the 
enemy formed one of the greatest 
chapters in the newest form of Naval 
action which he term ed "aeroam - 
phibious warfare.” 


He estimated th a t the Japanese 
threw several hundred aircraft into 
the battle. O ther reports have sta t­ 
ed most of the enemy planes were 
destroyed. 
Surrounded by heroes of the en­ 
gagement. Captain Ramsey outlined 
the general action and each in turn 
filled iii the details. 
“In 
general,” he said, 
“the 
mission of the flying boats is to 
obtain information about the 
enemy; to go great distances 
from bases to penetrate areas 
in all kinds of weather, evaluate 
information and get it back to 
headquarters. 
The fortunes of 
the entire fleet depend frequent­ 
ly on the information of these 
young men.” 
He said Ensign Jewell Reid, 28, 
of Paducah, Kentucky, m ade the 
first discovery of the Japanese fleet 
June 3 while on routine patrol hu n­ 
dreds of miles from his base. 
Here is Reid’s story: 
“We had a job to do and tried 
to do our utmost. 
“Before dawn on June 3 we left 
Midway on a routine patrol. 
H un­ 


dreds of miles out In m id-m orning 
we 
sighted 
several 
objects 
dead 
ahead on the horizon but they were 
not distinguishable a t our high alti­ 
tude. 
We closed in and made out 
the objects to be enemy warships. 
The weather was clear with very 
little haze and we knew we stood 
out well for A-A (anti-aircraft) fire. 
We reversed course in order to as­ 
certain the track and speed of the 
enemy and to get more inform ation 
to our base. 
“We got abeam the main body 
of the enemy and proceeded in 
close enough for another look. 
Then we sent in an amplified 
report. 
“We saw ll sliips, including two 
battleships and heavy cruisers and 
troop ships.
